A CAMOUFLAGE OF NAMES. 

William Bloch of New York City dislikes his 
German name and wants to exchange it for that 
of a fine old English tribe that came over in 
the sixteen hundreds and has behaved itself cred- 
itably ever since, One result of Mr. Bloch's am- 
bition is a spasm of rage on the part ot the fine 
old English tribe.

Not long ago the Hogans of Boston begged leave 
to become Homanses, whereupon the Homanses 
(an ancient clan of Anglo-Saxon origin and New 
England uppishness) threw fits. Happily, the Bos- 
ton Irish were as indignant. With one voice they 
denounced the Hogans for spurning | their Irish 
ancestry and stooping to camouflage themselves 
as mere Homanses. The right ‘spirit! Let Mr. 
Eloch of New York consult his better conscience | 
and judge if this is not so. | 

In the case of Bloch vs. Bloch [for it amounts 
to that] Justice Whitaker's decision is of more 
than passing importance. The law permits any 
man to change his name unless prompted by an 

evil or deceptive purpose, but leaves the court to 
decide what purposes are evil or deceptive. In- 
tending no harm, along comes Bloch, arguing 
that his German name is a source of botheration, 


horrid embarrassment and woe, and the hatred 
that turneth 


away customers. Justice Whitaker 
‘admits that Bloch ought to know. But he refuses 
to admit that any such state of things ought to 
exist. If people torment Mr. Bloch because of his 
German name, Justice ‘Whitaker guesses it is thel 
fault, not the name ’s.
